The Dun Agency’s remarks relative to business con- 
ditions in the West continue encouraging. For in- 
stance, in reviewing trade and the outlook in the 
Chicago district last week, Dun’s says that “statistical 
comparisons now begin with the week a year ago, 
when the depression started. Further evidence of sus- 
tained recovery is furnished by increasing payments 


‘through the banks and a commercial mortality which 


is lower than in the corresponding weeks of 1907 and 
1906. Distribution of finished products and general 
merchandise exhibits a wider volume, although vari- 
able weather retards a seasonable absorption in leading 
retail branches here and at the interior. * * * Manu- 
facturing generally advances as well as expected, es- 
pecially in iron and metal working, but the underlying 
conditions form a healthy basis for improvement in 
the near future.” Every mill that resumes operations 
on full time instead of half or three-quarter time, every 
industry that becomes more active, every additional 
factory wheel that starts turning, helps consumption of 
canned goods in the industrial centers, where, since 
the depression, the falling off in demand, owing to 
the reduced purchasing power of people among whom 
the per capita consumption of canned foods is greatest, 
has been most marked. The return of the wage-earn- 
ers to their old jobs will be followed by the banishment 
of apathy.

But, in view of the fact that the federal 
officials have always given manufacturers and dealers 
ample time in which to dispose of stocks on hand, it 
is improbable that they would issue an order against 
further use of benzoate after packers had begun prep- 
arations for another pack.

Because it spoke of the use of “dope” and “deadly 
acids” in “canned goods,” THE CANNER wrote to Dr. 
Cc. A. Herter, who was mentioned as conducting the 
experiments, to ascertain whether they really had any- 
thing to do with canned goods. We defined canned 
goods as Mr. W. E. Stearns, of Chicago, has so ac- 
curately defined them, as “foods packed in hermetical- 
ly sealed tin cans.” Canners do not use preservative,

and we desired to find out if another and very different 
class of food products wasn’t meant. 

Dr. Herter, in his reply to our inquiry, says: “The 
story contained in the New York ‘World’ of October 
13th was published entirely without my sanction and 
is so garbled and inaccurate a statement of the experi- 
ments that it is impossible for me to enter into any 
discussion based on the statements contained in this 
story.” 

From which it is clear that the talk about “deadly 
acids” and dangerous “dope” in canned goods was 
merely another case of newspaper bungling. The 
daily papers in the large cities are responsible to no- 
body. They make some sort of attempt at accuracy, 
but the object desired above all else is to turn out 
an interesting paper. 


Canadian Jobbers’ Conspiracy? 


Guild, now in progress, on the charge of con- 

spiracy in restraint of trade, is interesting to 

American manufacturers and distributors of 
food products as well as to the trade in Canada. The 
case is an unusual one. While numerous cases of 
conspiracy in restraint of trade have been brought to 
trial, we believe this to be the first time a great na- 
tional organization in the food line has been actually 
proceeded against for conspiring to choke off competi- 
tion. The organization of Canadian wholesale gro- 
cers holds sway over the trade in food products from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and is easily, therefore, the 
dominant factor in the business in the Dominion. 

It appears that the principal object sought to be ac- 
complished by the Canadian jobbers when they organ- 
ized their guild was to prevent any who are not recog- 
nized wholesalers from buying direct from manufac-

turers. Their efforts to deny this privilege to competi- 
tion were presumably based upon the principle that 
to obtain goods at first-hand prices the purchaser must 
be a legitimate, that is, an exclusive, wholesaler, and 
apparently the guild made it its business to investigate 
and ascertain whether or not an applicant for recog- 
nition as a wholesaler was justly entitled to such recog- 
nition. The testimony taken the first day of the trial 
indicated the prosecution’s intention to show, if pos- 
sible, that the guild passed upon the eligibility of an 
applicant and that it had the say whether or not a 
merchant could gain recognition by manufacturers as 
a wholesaler. 

Right on this point is where the guild got itself 
into hot water. It was suspected of regarding coldly 
the advent of new competition, in fact, with taking 
illegal steps to keep the field to itself. The decision 
in the case will be awaited with interest. 


Red Ripe Tomatoes. 


attention to the increasing demand for “red 

ripe” tomatoes, and the growing importance 

of the color of the product. Everybody who 

knows anything aboupt the growth of tomatoes real- 
izes that it is impossible to obtain absolutely red ripe 
tomatoes without discarding a large percentage of the 
crop. Nature does not produce all red tomatoes, ex- 
cept in a limited proportion. If a packer undertook 
to produce nothing but red ripe tomatoes he would 
ve to throw away a large percentage of his receipts

of raw stock, and the cost of the tomatoes would be so 
High they would be actually out of reach of the larger 
portion of the canned tomato-consuming public. 
Another peculiar thing about this contention is the 
fact that it practically all comes from the jobbers; 
There is nothing like so much said by retailers about 
red ripe tomatoes and very few of the consumers make 
the demand. Most housewives know that when they 
go into the produce market to purchase raw tomatoes 
it is next to impossible to get nice, firm tomatoes that

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Tomatoes—Buyers want bargains, and as the bargain offer- 
ings are coming from the East (Baltimore and Maryland) 
almost no business on Indiana packing is being transacted, 
while a goodly quantity of the Eastern goods have been 
sold to local jobbers during the week reviewed. Western 
standard 3s are not being taken when Maryland No. 3 to- 
matoes are obtainable at 70¢ per dozen, f. 0. b.; 70¢ is the 
bottom of the range, for, while tomatoes can be bought for 
70e at the factory, there are other packers in the same 
territory who hold their goods for 724%4,@75e, f. 0. b. Not 
all the tomato packers in Indiana, it seems, share the sense 
of the recent Western association meeting that full standard 
tomatoes should be held at 85¢ factory for four months, 
either that or some of them feel that they are unable to 
hold on owing to urgent need of raising cash, for Indiana 
No. 3s are readily purchasable at 80c f. 0. b. factory. The 
tomato market has been quiet this past week in New York 
also, prices at which Maryland packing were obtainable being 
from 70 to 72%c f. o. b. factory. 

Corn—Packers of corn are holding their stock much more 
firmly than are the canners of tomatoes and, despite the 
quiet business, many Western corn owners are standing their 
ground in the belief that they will yet realize better prices 
than they can obtain at present, when the wholesalers aren’t 
in a buying mood, but, on the other hand, are showing only 
the meagerest interest in the article, notwithstanding they 
must eventually enter the market and replenish out of a sup- 
ply which everybody (including themselves) knows is far 
smaller than we have had on November 1 in four years, at 
least. The longer the jobbers stay out of the market the 
greater the quantity they will require, while conditions as 
to first-hand stocks are such that prices must ascend on any- 
thing approaching a real buying movement. The supply of 
canned corn doesn’t exceed 50 per cent of the average annual 
consumption of the last three years, based on the fact that 
production in the seasons 1905-07 averaged 9,785,166 cases, 
which was close to the quantity consumed annually during 
that period, since all but a limited portion of the old corn 
had been disposed of by producers when the 1908 pack came 
on. With the wholesalers allowing their stocks to run down, 
in many instances to a few eases only, the necessity for re- 
plenishment will inevitably develop, and should the jobbers’ 
go-slow policy be continued until right up to the time when 
the January inventories are taken and digested by the ‘‘men 
up-stairs,’’ a good deal of corn will be wanted. Sixty-five 
cents factory on some Western packs is the quotation. There 
is spot corn of Ohio and Indiana and Iowa packing to be had 
at that figure, but there are canners in Illinois and eysewhere 
in the West who hold their corn higher and will bide their 
time till the price works onto a better level. New York state 
packers are asking 70ce to 75ce. In no section are packers 
urging buyers to relieve them of their holdings. 


Apples—Everybody interested in the apple market ex- 
pects this season’s pack to show a very large shrinkage be- 
low the pack of last year. A large number of regular apple 
packers will not turn out a single can of the fruit this sea- 
son, and, on the whole, the output from now till the last 
apple is pared will be but a fraction of the 1907 pack. 
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THE CANNER has been making a canvass of the principal 
apple packers-in New York, Maine, Michigan, Ohio, ajgo 
Baltimore, and will publish the results in our next ‘ime 
For the present suffice it to say that there is a tremendous 
falling off as compared with 1907. 

Michigan apples, 1907 pack, were quoted at $2 f, 0, 4 
Chicago, 3s at 75¢ per dozen. An offer during the week to 
buy quite a good sized lot of No. 8 standard New Yor 
apples, 1908 pack, at $2.25 per dozen, regular terms, f. 0, }, 
less freight to Chicago, buyer to have privilege of using his 
own label or seller’s, invoice for the goods to be dated 
November 15 and buyer to have free storage until Jany 
1 at his own cost of insurance, was turned down. The 
holder had too much confidence in the future of the apple 
market to accept the business on the basis offered, believing 
the present price of apples to be lower than the market 
will be by November 15 or January 1. With regard to the 
situation, this packer writes: ‘‘So far this season we haye 
packed about 10,000 cases of apples. We have booked or. 
ders to date to be shipped out, of this season’s pack of 
about 25,000 cases. Up to the same period last year we had 
booked orders for probably 50,000 cases, and had probably 
50,000 cases packed. For the entire season we packed 
125,000 cases of apples. If we were to buy every apple 
that is left in the four counties surrounding our various 
canneries, we could not get apples enough to pack 50,000 
cases more than we have packed so far. ‘rhe apples ‘are 
not here. The apples have been bought and shipped out 
of the country at such prices that we could not possibly 
pay them and sell at even $2.25, delivered your market, 
The apple situation is getting to be very serious and buyers 
who take the view that packers are erying ‘‘ Wolf’? will 
wake up some of these days to find that we have done our 
utmost to lay before them the actual conditions.’’ 

Peas—There is in the local market on this article nothing 
for new comment. The market on peas is in all respeets 
unchanged since last week. Whatever demand exists is for 
cheap goods. Baltimore advices indicate a quiet market 
and reports say that in the New York market demand is 
light, and the trade interested at present chiefly in low 
grades. The seed situation is intensely interesting, since 
there is a genuinely acute searcity and packers, we are in- 
formed, have in a good many instances by no means made 
provision for their requirements. 

Fruits—California canned fruits are very quiet, all varie- 
ties, in the local market, and quotations are rather easy 
at this moment on such lines as there is any quantity un- 
sold in first-hands. A report from the Coast says that 
prices put out on several grades of peaches at considerably 
below the association’s list have met with refusal. 

Quotations on Michigan fruits are around 75c per dozen 
for yellow pies, unpeeled; white pies, unpeeled, 75¢; No. 0 
unpeeled yellow pies, $2.25; peeled yellow peaches, water, 
No. 2%, $1.10; No. 10 black. raspberries, standard, $5.50; 
No. 10 standard red raspberries, $5.50; No. 10 standard 
strawberries, $4; No. 10 standard gooseberries, $4.40; No 
2 standard gooseberries, 90c; No. 2% pears, in syrup, 90¢; 
No. 10 standard pears, $2.50; No. 10 standard blackberries, 
$3.75; No. 2 in syrup, $1.10.

Sardines—Sardines are firm and the market strong, with 
offerings of % mustards light. Prices remain unehan ed, 
but the tendency is still upward. The market is steady for 
quarter-oils, little stock available from packers. Imported 
sardines are moderately active, with a firmer tone following 
the reports of shortage in France. 

Oysters—The fall packing of oysters has begun in Balti- 
more, and prices for prompt shipment are being made. The 
following figures are put out as ‘‘special prices’’ on new 
oysters for guaranteed Chesapeake Bay packing:

$1.90; flat cans, $2 to $2.10 per dozen. The interest in pink 
salmon seems a little better. 








Dried Fruit Market 














We are unable to report any improvement in the volume 
of local trading in domestic dried fruits. Business here 
continues very dull indeed. It is below the average move- 
ment for this time of year. Peaches are the same as a 
week ago, 6 to 6\4c per Ib. for choice grade, 6% to 6%e for 
extra choice, 8 to 8%4e for fancy, 9 to 9%e per lb. for extra 
fancy grade. 

Raisins—The market is very quiet and has been #0 
throughout the week reviewed. Seeded are quoted at 6h 
per lb. for fancy, 6e for choice, f. 0. b. Coast. 

Apricots—Quotations here are unchanged, the market be- 
ing very quiet as last reported. Spot quotations are 8% to 
8%c per lb. for extra choice, 7%e for choice and 7% to 7% 
per lb. for standard grade. 

Prunes—This item continues dull without®mew ‘features’ 
Conditions are precisely as prevailed a week ago. 

Apples—The market on evaporated apples is firmer East, 
but the local trade are not inclined to fall in line with the 
firm ideas ruling in that direction, where the market is re 
ported advancing. A private advice to THE CANNER 0 
Tuesday quoted 8%ec per Ib. The season for drying is prac 
tically over in New York state, and, in the opinion of well 
posted people there, the supply will not be sufficient to meet 
the demand. Producers are reported less willing to sell, 
some of whom hold prime stock at 7e per Ib.

Pickles and Kraut 
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Pickles—The trading in salt stock has been moderate dur- 
ing the past week. Vatruns are selling at from $1 to $1.15 
per bushel, according to grade. The larger the count the 
higher the price. Sales of bottle goods and vinegar stock 
have been light and there has been the general complaint 
among the manufacturers of the slowness of trading in 
these lines. The unsettled points in pure food laws are 
causing anxiety among manufacturers and jobbers, because 
neither know which way to move. We refer particularly to 
the use of alum and benzoate of soda in the pickling in- 
dustry. ‘‘The jobber,’’ said a pickle man Tuesday, in de- 
scribing the situation, ‘‘is afraid to lay in a heavy stock, 
and the manufacturer fears to launch forth strongly. One 
manufacturing concern was considering enlarging its plant 
in Wisconsin, but the law against the use of benzoate of 
soda and alum, if enforced, will be a hardship, so this manu- 
facturer decided not to make the contemplated improve- 
ments, and says that if the law is enforced as to benzoate 
he will go out of the tomato catsup business and restrict 
his operations in pickles if the use of alum is prohibited.’’ 

Kraut—A very firm market rules here, 40s being quoted 
at $7.50 to $8 factory, but trading has been light this week 
at these prices. The reason is that the principal buyers 
placed their orders earlier in the season at lower prices 
and are just beginning to receive supplies. After this stock 
is disposed of they will have to buy at prevailing prices.

are red ripe to the butt. If the fruit is allowed to stay 
on the vines long enough to get red ripe at the vine 
end, then the other end gets soft and mushy, hence 
the careful housewife prefers to get firm tomatoes, 
even though they show a little green or pale red. 
They, therefore, do not object to getting a little fruit 
of slightly greenish tint or pale red in the cans, pro- 
viding the tomatoes are firm and the fill of the can 
is good; but the jobber makes the contention that he 
must have fruit that is red ripe, hence we say that 
now that the use of artificial color has been abandoned, 
the jobbers should be less exacting in their demands 
for tomatoes that cut out all red. 

This color question seems to be the chief bone of 
contention this year. It is, so far as many of the re- 
jections we have heard about are concerned. We 
believe that a large majority of consumers would as 
lief have a tomato show a little pale red or even green 
as get one that is soft and mushy. In considering 
standards it is well to cover this color question very 
thoroughly, as many acrimonious contentions would 
then be avoided.

There is a fair demand, but prices offered are 
so ridiculously low that liberal buying is prohibited. The pack 
is larger than was.at first anticipated, especially in the south- 
ern part of the state.

Eprrorn CANNER: ‘Trade is dull; all jobbers stocked. They 
are short on none of the items. They have plenty of corn, 
peas and tomatoes and fruits on hand, both canned and evap- 
orated. They are now awaiting customers. There will be no 
buying whatever until after the election, the result of which is 
being anxiously awaited. 

The writer stated last June or July that there.would be no 
advance, either in corn, peas, tomatoes or any item in the 
canned goods list. Notwithstanding the supposed shortage of 
tomatoes, and notwithstanding the shortage of corn, all these 
goods can be bought at just as low a price as they have been 
offered for some time past. Standard corn is being offered 
here freely at about 70e delivered, tomatoes at 80c to 82%e 
delivered, the latter from nearby packers. 

As a matter of fact, there will be very little buying until 
after the turn of the year, and there is very little to say about 
the market. Possibly after the election things may brighten 
up a little and there may be some inquiry for goods, but we 
doubt if there will be any heavy demand until spring trade, 
or at all events, until after the turn of the year.

Eprron CANNER: The situation in canned goods remains 
very weak, as it has been for some time past. Jobbers are 
still able to buy tomatoes from the East at such low prices 
that Indianas are practically shut out, unless at exceedingly 
low prices, and as Indiana packers are not inclined to let go 
at sacrifice bids, buying is very limited. Very few are will- 
ing to let go for less than 80c factory, and some are preparing 
to store their goods until spring, believing that then they will 
see them at 85¢ or 90c. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 26, 1908. 

EpitorR CANNER: Conditions in this market are the same 
as elsewhere, buyers adhering persistently to the ‘‘ buy-as-we- 
need’’ policy and refusing to be drawn away from it, even by 
what would ordinarily look like a bargain. Tomatoes are 
generally regarded as strong statistically, and an advance is 
probably expected by some of the buyers privately, yet the 
quotation of 70c drew comparatively little business out of this 
market. There is no speculative interest whatever, for the 
reason that jobbing capital is pretty well employed by their 
customers and is otherwise busy with the usual fall arrivals 
of goods. Given the money, it is doubtful if the jobbers could 
be tempted to anticipate their wants very far ahead. They 
argue, there is no telling how many weak ‘holders are yet to be 
cleaned out, nor -how long this cleaning out process will take, 
nor how low tomatoes can go before it is accomplished. Some 
of them think they will buy No. 3 standard tomatoes at 65¢ 
in the very near future. If they goto 65c they will probably 
expect 60c just as confidently; if they go to 80c—well, they ’re 
stung, but they seem to think the chances are in their favor. 
No. 2 tomatoes are not being considered, and the other items 
in the list are receiving just the attention they demand, no 
more. Ii believe the stocks of peas and corn on this market 
will carry most of the holders well into next year, unless some 
unforeseen hand starts the flywheels of some of these idle 
plants. 

The immediate prospect for business in this market, there- 
fore, is not particularly brilliant. But there is no pessimism 
in jobbing circles. Confidence is slowly but inevitably re- 
turning, the press is optitnistic, plans are on foot for consider- 
able activity in the building lines, the mills are reported com- 
ing out of their lethargy, coke ovens are being built and pros- 
pected in hundreds, recuperation is in the air,.and there is no 
reason why the thousands of unemployed should be idle more 
than a month or so longer, particularly if the election returns 
are favorable to the manufacturing interests. We have the 
plants and the labor, the two great elements of commercial 
activity, and when the touch of confidence shall have brought 
these two together, we will have the same old busy, hustling 
hive—we’ll have Pittsburg as she should be, smoke and all.

EpiroR CANNER: The movement of canned goods in our 
city continues very light. There has not been purchased by 
jobbers this season more than one-third of the canned goods 
that they purchased during 1907, there being a very large 
carry-over of tomatoes, peas and a fair amount of corn. The 
carry-over of California fruits is exceptionally large, and in 
consequence there have been very few sales made out of 1908 
pack. 

Business conditions here are continually improving and be- 
fore the first of January we feel satisfied that jobbers will 
have to replenish their stocks. 

The southern packers of oysters and shrimp will begin to 
pack oysters in the next few days. They have just received 
their labor from the eastern states. There has been consider- 
able of a carry-over of oysters from last season’s pack now in 
packers’ hands, all of which was occasioned by jobbers refus- 
ing to live up to their contracts. We might say that the season 
of 1907 was the only time that the southern packers have 
carried over any stock after packing season was over in sev- 
eral years. 

We think this season’s pack will be very much curtailed and 
that firm prices will rule. Today’s quotations—futures, 5-oz. 
on a basis of 75c f. o. b. factory—is as cheap as the packers 
can put up full-weight goods and show them a small margin 
of profit. 

The shrimp packing season is now at an end and the pack 
has only been about the same as 1907. Think that shrimp will 
rule at prevailing prices as none of the packers have any sur- 
plus which will cause them any anxiety to dispose of. The 
big packers, lately consolidated, have had considerable trouble 
in securing raw shrimp and, therefore, their pack has been 
eut short. We offer outside packers’ brand, that are guaran-

Epitor CANNER: The rush of fall buying being well over 
for the time being, factors in the canned salimon market are 
interesting themselves at present in the delivery of the goods 
to the purchaser. While many thousands of cases have been 
shipped to Europe and Australia and to the Atlantic coast by 
steamship and a very large amount has gone forward by rail, 
a great portion of the pack is either still in the North or now 
en route to Puget sound and San Francisco, the trans-shipping 
and warehousing points. A majority of the salmon vessels of 
the Alaska Packers’ Association have arrived at San Fran- 
cisco. Nearly forty vessels arrived for this concern during 
the latter part of September, bringing a tctal of over a million 
cases. The arrivals during October have also been very heavy. 
The Northwestern Fisheries Company and other Puget sound 
concerns operating in /Jaska also report the arrival of most of 
their boats, and som big cargoes have been received at the 
mouth of the Columb:s. In a few weeks’ time all the Alaska 
eanned ecalmon pack will either be in warehouse at Seattle or 
San Francisco or en route to the eastern and foreign markets. 

The loss of the Lucile and the Star of Bengal, both heavily 
loaded with salmon and en route to the south from Alaska, de- 
ereases the visible supply of Alaska red salmon about 85,000 
eases. This loss falls directly on the insurance companies, as 
the cargoes were covered by insurance. The salmon belonged 
to the Alaska Packers’ Association and the Red Salmon Can- 
ning Comipany, both of San Francisco. The loss is estimated 
at about $425,000. 
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One feature that promises to enter into the market situa. 
tion before long is the raise in rates on canned salmon on the 
part of the transcontinental railroads, to go into effeet about 
December 1. This will undoubtedly result in sending more 
canned salmon by the steamship routes than ever before The 
new method of making shipments by steamship south and 
across the isthmus enables transportation companies to make 
deliveries at New York and eastern points almost as quick] 
as the railroads, and at a rate about 40 per cent cheaper, The 
raise of 10 per cent in the railroad rate will make the steam. 
ship routes look even more attractive to the shippers who are 
not in a hurry. Of course, this is a matter which concerns 
the eastern buyer more than the coast packer, as most of the 
canned salmon is sold f. 0. b. coast. SOcKEYE.

Epitor CANNER: 

‘*Dust thou art, to dust returneth, 

Was not. spoken of the soul,’’ 
but was mentioned in regard to weather conditions down in 
Maine, where even the aged can hardly remember when we 
had a good, old-fashioned rain storm. Forest fires continue to 
work disaster all over the state, while farmers continue to 
haul water with which to water their stock. It is said that 
in the cities water is hauled to the various liquor agencies, 
By this time the ground should be soaked with moisture and 
lakes and rivers full, but the reverse is the case. I mention 
this fact because unless a radical change comes at once we 
shall have conditions anything but favorable to next season’s 
crops. 

Shipments of corn continue to go daily to ali parts of the 
country and to local warehouses. Sales are nominal and may 
continue so until the election fever is over, but just as soon 
as common sense has sway business should revive. The whole 
country cannot devote all its time to calling one another bad 
names, but the nightmare of politics must leave its victims 
soon or we will all get out of business. Why, if one stops to 
think and uses sound reason, it would appear as if an advance 
all along the line was inevitable. 

However, it is a stubborn fact that, dullness prevails, and, 
like a cloud, obseures the future. Men do NOT have the 
‘*eourage of their convictions,’’ but seem to tumble over one 
another to join the rear guard. Buyers dally with prices; 
they cannot make up their minds to ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no.’’ One 
extreme follows another, and it is probable that between now 
and January 1, 1909, many will awaken to the fact that the 
horse has been stolen. 

Prices on sweet corn from Maine are strong, with not a 
weak point visible. We have the quality and low prices, hence 
can afford to wait. Can the buyer? Well, we are not ‘‘our 
brothers’ keepers’’ in this department. 

I continue to quote full fancy corn from 85e factory to 90¢, 
but it is supposed by some of the leading and most con- 
servative men in the business that $1 will be here within a 
year. The best standard Maine corn is 70¢ and no quota- 
tions below that, for there is no poor standard or poor corn. 

The gallon apple market is in a state that may surprise 
some people, for there is quite a business going on, both in 
spot and in futures. The best 1907 pack sells at $1.75, and 
some futures at from $2 to $2.25 f. 0. b. Portland. Now, the 
pack must be light if every apple went into a tin can, but it 
does not, hence just as soon as the foreign demand amounts to 
much we shall see a decidedly better market. That fact 
is already being discounted by shrewd buyers, so it would 
seem. : 
The blueberry market is dull and it would be strange if it 
were not, for if the time ever comes when whortleberries cease 
to.go by the alias of blueberries, then genuine goods will get 
a chanee. I quote gallon goods from $4.75 to $5, and No. 2 
at $1.20 for the best.

Eprron CANNER: AS a whole the canned goods situation 
ig more or less easy and trading is limited to the actual re- 
quirements of buyers. Not much interest beyond satisfying 
ea wants is ‘reported and the market has developed no 
new features of importance during the week. Conditions have 
fuetuated somewhat, though perhaps not as much as last 
week, and there is now nothing which indicates any important 
chang in the outlook. Buyers evince no disposition to take 
hold, even though prices are low and the tendency appears to 
be downward. While it was hoped that the turning point would 
be reached before this nothing has occurred during the past 
few days to indicate that it is any nearer than it has been. 
And everything is waiting, either for the election, which, for- 
tunately, with its uncertainty, is almost here, or for the con- 
sumer to get ready to take supplies. Unless consumers show 

eater interest the market will present no fresh features 
and dullness must necessarily prevail. 

Gallon tomatoes are weak. It is possible to buy at $2 the 
same grade of goods which were held firmly at $2.40 to $2.50 
f.0. b. factory two weeks ago. Buyers are making no effort 
to seeure goods and holders have reduced prices to this figure, 
anticipating an expanding demand, but in this they have been 
disappointed so far. For full standard Marylard 3s from 70e 
to 7244¢ is quoted, regular terms, f. o. b. factory. The market 
is weak, even at these figures and buyers who took standards 
at 77%c to 80ce are very critical regarding quality. They 
demand that the goods be actually up to standard or they 
won’t accept them. A good many smaller buyers seek all sorts 
of excuses to reject goods and some of the larger ones are 
charged with being guilty of the same offense. Many lots of 
rejected goods are offered at low prices and this has a con- 
siderable influence on the situation, reducing demand for the 
good quality and causing uncertainty regarding the outcome 
of present tendencies: Late estimates here make the pack 
about 10,000,000 cases for the. entire cquntry, which is above 
the total mentioned two weeks ago. The effort to form some 
sort of organization which will modify the objectionable rejec- 
tion feature has the support of substantially all interests in 
this market, but it is not believed that the committee having 
the matter in charge will be able to accomplish anything 
which will be operative this season. 

Fancy Maine corn is steady, but standard Maine is not so 
strong and sales are made in a small way only. State stand- 
ards share this feeling and dealers are wondering what will 
be done before the season is over. Southern Maine style pack 
is fairly steady at 6244c to 65c, regular terms, f. o. b. fac- 
tory. Not. much business is reported in any grade and the 
market presents a scene of waiting for something to turn up 
without much expectation of seeing any material change be- 
fore election. 

Some demand has developed for both squash and pumpkin 
and considerable inquiry has developed. Fair-sized lots have 
been sold by first-hand holders and small jobbers have taken 
some, though the demand has been limited to actual require- 
ments in most instances. At this season this demand increases 
and holders benefit. 

Peas are steady, with the market firm on the best sifted 
grades, but easy on standards and seconds. It is possible to 
buy both in some instances at about what one wants to pay. 
Some lots recently delivered were rejected upon arrival. 
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For small fruits more inquiry has developed on the spot 
and some fair-sized sales of California cherries have been 
made during the latter part of the week at full priees. Extra 
and extra standard lemon cling- California peaches are steady 
on the basis of opening prices, but no buying is done by local 
jobbers. The better grades of apricots are firmer on the coast. 
Standard peaches and apricots are offered more freely and 
sales are made at relatively weak prices, though not much 
movement is reported. Jobbers here are carrying fair stocks 
and are not anxious to purchase much more at present. Stand- 
ard southern peaches are more freely offered, but seconds and 
pies are firmer. Southern packers have advanced prices 2%4¢ 
on seconds in both No. 2 and No. 3. 

Spot gallon apples are dull, with practically no interest 
manifest here. Maine gallons, 1908 pack, are offered at $2 
f. o. b. factory, and state pack is offered at $2.10 to $2.15 
f. o. b. factory. Old state pack on the spot is offered at $2 to 
$2.20 here. Not all packers of high-grade state apples have 
named prices on 1908 pack. . 

Spot salmon is firmer, with most holders quoting $1.30 on 
red Alaska talls. Occasionally one finds a small lot at $1.27%4 
here, but these opportunities are few. Spot pink is held at 
82%e here in a jobbing way, though in some instances 80c 
will buy on a firm offer. Cohoes and pink halves are offered 
liberally, with 82%e quoted on Cohoes. No. 1 medium red 
talls are quoted at $1.20 here. Sockeye and Columbia river are 
both out of first hands. Not many sellers from first hands 
are found on the coast and this fact has a tendency to create 
firmer conditions in all markets. Stocks are larg ~ gone out 
and the comparatively few who are holding thei: goods are 
patiently waiting for the association to advance prices, when 
they will do likewise and the sale will begin again. From 
England come advices of a steady consumptive movement, 
which strengthens that market materially. HARLEM. 
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Baltimore, Md., Oct. 26, 1908. 

EpITOR CANNER: Tomatoes and oysters are the two lines 
claiming most interest in canned goods circles just at this time, 
but there is no snap to the business-in either. Tomatoes con- 
tinue very weak. Some fair standards have changed hands 
during the past few days at 67144c Baltimore, but the buyers 
of these were either packers or commission merchants. These 
sales do not really indicate the market for jobbers’ orders, 
as most of these deals. were made for spot cash on delivery of 
the tomatoes. When a country packer loads up 2,000 or 2,500 
cases of tomatoes on a schooner and dispatches same to Bal- 
timore, following it himself by steamer so that he arrives in 
this city about the same time his vessel gets here with the 
tomatoes, and then when he wants to dispose of this vessel load 
of tomatoes within twenty-four hours and make a cash trans- 
action of it, he must expect that he will not get within about 
5¢ of the actual market. The jobbing trade is not going to 
buy tomatoes that way, so that the only people this type of 
packer can look to to purchase his block of tomatoes is the man 
who has to turn them over again to the jobber, and who natur- 
ally wants to make a margin on his deal. The financial neces- 
sity of packers of the above mentioned character is helping to 
hold the market down, and there will be no material improve- 
ment until these stocks have been transferred to stronger 
hands. 

The numerous cars lying around in different parts of the 
country rejected are also helping to bear the market, and 
while a good many of these lots are being fixed up and the 
goods have been taken in at some price or other and are going 
into consumption, yet the effect on the market will not wear 
off for some time. A great deal is being said in various trade 
papers and also at canners’ and grocers’ conventions and 
meetings about the necessity for fixing a ‘‘standard,’’ and 
jobbers claim that the quality, of the tomatoes generally this

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It seems to me there is one phase of the contention that has 
not been touched upon, and is probably being overlooked to a 
great extent by both sides. The complaints, as a rule, have 
not been made either as to the fill of the cans or the solidity of 
same, but most of them have reference to the color. I am of 
the opinion that the jobbers will have to revise their ideas as 
to what constitutes the proper color for a can of standard 
tomatoes. Most of them claim that the fruit should be red 
ripe, and if they see a little green, then they claim the can 
is not a standard, and especially do they make this claim when 
the market is weak. This demand for ‘‘red ripe’’ tomatoes 
has been getting more insistent for the past six or eight 
years. Up to last year many of the packers gave the jobbers 
what they wanted by using a tittle harmless coloring, but since 
the advent of the pure food law all of them cut coloring out, 
hence the tomatoes do not look as red as formerly. There was 
not so much said by the jobbers about the color last year, 
because the tomato market was very strong and advancing 
during the season, and they were not so particular, but now 
that the market is going the other way in the present packing 
season they are making their contention on the ‘‘red ripe’’ 
condition. 

Coming back to present market conditions, I would say that 
there was a fair amount of business transacted last week in 
tomatoes, but most of the jobbers’ purchases were for lots of 
not over one car. None of them seem to be willing to stock 
up to any extent. The market for out-of-town shipments re- 
mains at 70¢ to 72%4c, but quite a number of holders will not 
even begin to negotiate on this basis, as they say they will 
hold until the inevitable rebound sets in. 

The continued warm weather has enabled the Baltimore 
packers to pack oysters lively during the last week or ten 
days. They face, however, a very indifferent demand from 
the jobbers, and the cove oyster market is very weak. So- 
called No. 1, 5-oz., are being offered at 6744c to 70c, and No. 
1, 4-0z., at 6214¢ to 65c. I repeat, however, the warning that 
I gave in one of my recent letters; namely, that buyers would 
do well to see samples and test weights before purchasing 
oysters, unless they buy some well known brands, the weight 
of which they know absolutely is being kept up to the old 
standards. There will be a change in the raw oyster market 
here just as soon as cold weather sets in, and then possibly 
these low prices on canned oysters will be withdrawn or ad- 
vanced. 

The demand for the general line was very quiet all last 
week. The business reminded one more of January than the 
third week in October. It is expected, however, that there will 
be an improvement between now and the middle of November, 
as many of the jobbers will want to get in their winter supply 
before the lake and rail rates are withdrawn. TARTAR. 








New York Dried Fruit Market 




















New York, Oct. 26, 1908. 

Epitor CANNER: Dried fruits are imereasing in activity, 
with sales somewhat improved because of preparations for the 
holiday trade. Some buying for that particular purpose has 
been in progress for some weeks, but there is still a good deal 
to be done-and the market is showing seasonable activity under 
increased demand for that purpose. Nearly all holders are 
fairly firm in their views, believing that the season of dullness 
has passed until the holiday trade ends, after which dullness is 
always expected. 

Spot apricots are steady, with a fair jobbing movement 
noted in choice royals. A firmer tone has developed in stock 
for shipment from the coast. No business has been done re- 
cently so far as can be learned, though some inquiry has de- 
veloped. Choice are quoted at 814c here and extra choice are 
held at 8%e to 9c, and faney at 914¢ to 9c. 

Peaches are easy and the market is dull. So slight is the 
movement that spot quotations are somewhat nominal and 
holders are rather more anxious to sell their goods. The 
prices as quoted nominally are: Choice, 7144c; extra choice, 
8i4c to 85c; fancy, 9c to 944c; extra fancy, 10c. 

-A movement to do some squeezing in prime state apples 
was attempted, it being supposed that the short interest in 
October was extensive. Following this the market has ad- 
vanced to 6%c to 6%e for state prime prompt delivery, and 
6%c for November prime. The market is firm and the ten- 
dency of prices is upward. The market i# firm, with a fair 
movement of goods on the spot noted. Old crop choice and 
fancy are nominal, with almost no business done in either. 
Waste is dull and prices would be shaded on~firm offer for 
any considerable quantity. Raspberries are firmer. Cherries 


are moving out under a fair demand. Other varieties 
unchanged. Spot prices are: Apples, fancy New York 
10e; choice, 8c to 8%4c; prime, 6%4c; small lots, bye: a 
chops, per ewt, $1.25 to $1.50; waste, $1.30 to $1.50: ©

PLANNING FOR CANNERY INSPECTION, 


One of the results of the lively discussion which 
has been prevailing in New York regarding the re- 
jection of canned goods purchased on future contracts 
is that a broker in that market has recently been sug. 
gesting to his Maryland packers a plan which, it js 
said, is meeting with very general favor as a means 
of improving the “standards” in canned goods. Much 
of the rejection this fall has, some say, been due to 
the diversity of ideas as to what a standard is, 

The broker proposed that the members of the Tri- 
State Packers’ association, including Maryland, Dela- 
ware and New Jersey, agree to pay an assessment of 
one cent a case on what goods they pack, the pro- 
ceeds to be put into a general fund for the payment of 
inspectors. These inspectors would be experts, ap- 
pointed one in each state to visit the several canneries 
observe the methods, determine what should be a 
“standard” and see to it that the packers all conform 
to a unifom ideal. It is claimed that this would not 
only improve the quality of the pack, but would also 
insure defmite basis of quality which would benefit all 
canners alike. ; 

At the recént meeting of the Tri-State Packers’ as- 
sociation at Wilmington, Del., a committee was ap- 
pointed to confer with a committee representing the 
wholesale grocers with regard to a standard for to- 
matoes. Those appointed on the committee were 
Messrs. Hoffecker, of Delaware ; Owens, of Maryland, 
and Fogg, of New Jersey. 





ANACORTES SALMON CANNERIES. 
Anacortes, Wash., has more fishing establishments 
than any other seaport city on Puget sound, and ex- 
pects to put up more canned salmon in 1909 than 
any other canning center in the world. Fishery oper- 
ators there are already preparing plans for next year’s 
activities. , 
Included among the fishery establishments at Ana- 
cortes are six salmon canneries, all of which were oper- 
ated this year with the exception of two of the largest. 
Four of the canneries were operated this year, but 
each used but one line of canning machinery. These 
were the plants of the Fidalgo Island Packing Com- 
pany, White Crest Canning Company, Porter Fish 
Company and Apex Fish Company, all of which are 
still packing fall fish. The aggregate pack of sockeyes 
by the four canneries was 22,381 cases of pounds and 
14,617 cases of halves, a total of 29,690 full cases.

MINNESOTA CANNED GOODS PYACK—1908 REPORT OF 
STATE CANNERY INSPECTOR. 

THE CANNER has received a copy of the annual re- 
port of Minnesota State Cannery Inspector August J. 
Anderson, submitted to the Dairy and Food Com- 
mission in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
455, General Laws, 1907.. Accompanying the report 
is a tabulated statement showing the quantities of 
canned vegetables and fruits packed in Minnesota dur- 
ing the present year. 

“During the season of 1908,” says Inspector Ander- 
son, in his report to Commissioner Slater, “there 
were seventeen .factories in operation, one of these 
built. and operated for the first time this season; of 
the factories not operated last year three reopened this 
year, while one operated last season failed to open for 
this year’s crop, making an increase in number of two 
factories in actual operation. 

“I submit herewith a statistical table, showing goods 
and amount packed this and former years. While the 
total output is not as yet large, it is an industry that 
has come to stay and will gradually expand in volume 
of business and to different localities in the state. The 
time will arrive when the farmer and producer will 
see the benefit and profit derived from a plant of this 
kind in successful operation in his near vicinity.

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proper sanitary conditions; the quality of the goods 
packed this season is better and of a uniformity not 
before attained, which will enhance its value and in- 
sure ready and quick sale at good paying prices. 
While the pack is not as large this year, the prices will 
continue to be high with a good demand, so, on the 
whole, it has been a profitable season to the Minnesota 
packers. 

“Under a provision of law, local inspectors were 
appointed at some of the factories last season. I 
would recommend a discontinuance of this inspection, 
as it has proven of no practical value, but in lieu of 
this, to permit the factories who desire the privilege 
to allow them to have printed on the labels a depart- 
ment certificate similar to, or to read as follows: 
‘‘PACKED UNDER REGULATIONS OF AND IN FAC- 

TORY INSPECTED BY MINNESOTA DAIRY 
AND FOOD DEPARTMENT.’’ 

“This probably would have the tendency to do away 
with some prejudice that still remains with some con- 
sumers against the use of canned foods in general. 

“I may state that to my knowledge, no kind of 
chemical preservatives, bleachers, fillers, nor any color 
or chemical sweetener are used in any factory; only 
cane sugar, salt and water are added to the goods 
when packed. This fact should be made known to the 
consuming public, and toward that end I recommend 
that this department issue a public bulletin on this 
business as conducted in this state. 

“Occasionally, we hear it urged that on the label of 
canned goods should appear the date or year when 
packed. This I recommend against. It is entirely 
unnecessary, as it is_a well-known fact that these 
goods do not deteriorate or change by age, being as 
good and wholesome many years after they are packed. 
It-would only have a tendency to retard the sale and 
give out the wrong impression, that age had something 
to do with its quality, but I suggest that the cans 
be packed enclosing six cans in a paper carton, with 
four cartons in a case. This carton would keep the 
label looking fresh and clean and create a larger de- 
mand, as the retailer would naturally mark and offer 
the consumer these goods by the carton and would try 
to sell more by the dozen. 

“T also wish to state it is necessary that the proper 
information be disseminated by. the Canners’. Associa- 
tion, advertising their goods, as other food manufac- 
turers are doing. It. would create a larger demand 
for this class of the most convenient, cheap, unadul- 
terated prepared foods. 

“T recommend the adoption of a standard on the 
staple products like corn, tomatoes and peas, either 
by a rule of this department, or be fixed by mutual 
agreement by the Minnesota Canners’ Association, and 
with that in view, I submit as a basis for such “Min- 


nesota Standards,” definitions as follows: 
Standards for Peas. 
Fancy—Cans to be well filled; peas covered with clear 
liquor; size uniform; good flavor and absolutely tender. 
Extra Standards—Cans to be well filled; peas covered with 


clear liquor; reasonably. tender; size uniform and good 
pearance. “P 

‘Standard—Cans to be fairly well filled; peas may be 
slightly hard; fair liquor, may be more or less cloudy, but 
not thick; size fairly uniform and to comply with national 
food law. : 

Grading as to Size—Petit pois, or size No. 1, siey 4 

Extra sifted, or size No. 2, sieve, 20-65. tan 

Sifted, or size No. 3, sieve, 22-64. 

June, or size No. 4, sieve, 24-64, 

Marrow, or size No. 5, sieve, 26-64. 

Standards for Corn. 

Fancy—Cans to be well filled; must weigh not less than 
twenty-three ounces gross; stock absolutely young and ten. 
der and of natural color; packed medium moist and prae- 
tically free from foreign substances, such as silk, cob or 
husk. 

Standards—Cans to be well filled; must weigh not less 
than twenty-three ounces gross; stock reasonably tender and 
free from hard particles; natural color and to ‘comply with 
national food laws. 

Standards for Tomatoes. 

Fancy—Are to be packed from whole red ripe tomatoes 
and to wéigh notfless than thirty-eight ounces gross and 
to contain twenty ounces of fruit, exclusive of juice. 

Standards—Are to weigh not less than thirty-six ounces 
gross and must contain eighteen ounces net weight of ripe 
tomatoes, not necessarily all red, exclusive of juice and to 
comply with national pure food laws. 

All to be labeled to comply with our state and national 
pure food laws. 

“In connection with the packing of tomatoes, will 
state that some catsup was put up last year, as well 
as this season, which was and is prepared without the 
use of benzoate of soda or any other preservative, 
and it has beep proven by these packers that this cat- 
sup did keep well without this preservative. It is 
necessary to use better raw material and not use the 
waste from the tomatoes. 

“I recommend the passage of a strict sanitary law 
applicable to all food and drink manufacturing-plants, 
with inspection provisions as to the food and drinks 
placed on the market. 

“In conclusion, will state that the Minnesota can- 
ners, having fully complied with all pure food laws 
and regulations in preparing their goods for the mar- 
ket, they, with their industry, are worthy of and en- 
titled to the full support of the jobbers, dealers and 
the consuming public.

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EXPERTS AT NEW YORK MEETING DISCUSS PRE- 
SERVATIVES IN FOOD. 


“Preservatives in Food’ was discussed at length at 
the meeting of the Society of Chemical Industry, held 
a few days since in New York. The attendance at the 
meeting was about 500, consisting of chemists, manu- 
facturers and. physicians, and it is said that sentiment 
at the end of the discussion remained pretty evenly 
divided. The discussion was participated in by Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, of Washington, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture; Read 
Gordon, scientist and manufacturer, of Gordon & 
Wilworth, of this city, and Dr. Ernest Ellsworth 
Smith, professor of physiology and biological and 
organic chemistry at Fordham University School of 
Medicine. 
Views of Dr. Wiley. 

The following is from the address of Dr. Wiley, 


who is well known to oppose the use of preservatives : 

Borax, salicylic acid, formaldehyde, sulphurous acid and 
benzoic acid are types of chemical preservatives. Not one 
of them has any quality which would entitle it to any place 
as a food product. In passing through the digestive tract 
they do not afford either heat or energy; they do not restore 
any waste of tissue; they do not build any new tissue; they 
do not have any value in connection with the saline con- 
tents of the blood, and thus take no part in osmosis, the 
great controlling physical factor of life. 

Chemical preservatives added to foods may render them 
injurious to health. This is a point on which experts dis- 
agree, and when experts disagree the courts follow those ex 
perts which give the best reasons or represent the best cause 

It is argued that because natural foods contain certain 
poisonous substances; additional substances of the same kind 
may be added. Nothing is more fallacious than this. It is 
true that foods themseives are often injurious, that they 
naturally often eontain injurious substances, but the Food 
and Drugs Act does not apply to. these eases. 

There is a mistaken notion that preservatives are neces- 
sary. Perhaps there is no argument which rests upon less 
stable foundations than that. There is not a single article 
of food which in any way is necessary to human nutrition 
and happiness which cannot be offered for consumption in 
its best state without the use of any chemical preservative. 
The experience of reputable manufacturers. has shown that 
all food products for which it is claimed preservatives are a 
necessity, can be manufactured and supplied to the consumer 
without such adventitious aid. Fruit juice, catsups, pre- 
serves, etc., are types of this kind of food. Hence, there is 
no virtue whatever in the argument of necessity. 

An important point in connection with the use of preserva- 
tives in food is that practically all experts employed by 
the different governments of the world are opposed to their 
use. The state officials of the food and drug departments 
in their last meeting unanimously passed a resolution con- 
demning the use of preservatives. The public analysts of 
England are almost, if not quite, unanimously against the 
use of preservatives. The Imperial Board of Health of Ger- 
many is opposed to the use of preservatives, and the same 


is true of the experts employed in governmenta] work 
throughout the world. 

Another vice in connection with the use of preservatives 
in foods is that it is a benefit to the poor man. This, I pe. 
lieve, is the most vicious of the vices. Of all persons who 
should secure wholesome food, the poor man and the labor. 
ing man are the most to be considered. Whenever a food jg 
debased in order to make it cheap, the laboring man pays 
more for any given nourishment than the rich man does 
who buys the pure food. Why should a poor man buy g 
spice two-thirds flour, and pay twice as much for the actual 
spice he gets as if it were pure? Why should the poor man 
pay approximately the same price for a bottle of catsup 
made from the sweepings of a tomato factory when he could 
get a great deal more catsup for the same price in a pure 
state? Instead of benefiting the poor by debasing the quali- 
ties of foods which is made possible by the use of preserva- 
tives, the poor man and the laboring man are positively de. 
frauded and injured. If I work a day for a dollar and q 
half and buy 10 cents’ worth of food, I want it food and 
not drugs, and I am entitled above all other men to have it 
so. The poor you always have with you, and it is the duty 
of the public official, among other things, to protect the poor, 

A Mauutacturer’s Views. 

Speaking from the standpoint of the manufacturer 
Mr. Read Gordon, of the well known firm of Gordon 
& Dillworth, spoke substantially as follows: 

Bacteria and other fungi’ were plying their legitimate 
function on this planet long before man made his debut, re- 
ducing waste organic matter to such condition as to be again 
applicable for use by flora and fauna. The art of presery- 
ing food is simply a limitation of their activities to those 
fermentable and putrescible substances as give us no im- 
mediate interest. 

To my mind the greatest advance in the preserving art 
was the diséovery of sterilization and hermetical sealing, 
though for a time even that suffered from the assaults of the 
scientists. I am at a loss to classify such modern preserva- 
tives as salicylic, benzoic and boracie acids, formaldehyde 
and sup sulphur dioxide. In the language of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, they are neither ‘‘fundamental’’ nor 
‘‘natural,’’- though im the flora:they are~ distinctly both and 
act as preservers of plant ecdnomy and health by fighting 
the fungi that would otherwise destroy them. 

Now, if the world was made for man, why not make in- 
telligent use of these truly fundamental and natural anti- 
septics, which have been through the ages protecting him 
in his ignorance? The history of the preserving art ought 
to make us reflect before we condemn modern preservatives 
and inquire whether all injury is not purely relative to the 
amount used. It takes 5 per cent of its bulk of salicylic 
acid to affect milk so as to arrest lactic ferment. May 
not these preservatives merely arrest the malignant fer- 
ments from getting in their work and thereby aid benignant 
ferments? I say that salicylic and benzoic acids are doing 
for the plants just what we might make them do for us— 
aid in warding off the enemy, as the leucocytes of the blood 
do for the red corpuscles. 

Did you ever thoroughly realize the menace from the use 
of foods apparently palatable? And, there is the common 
mosquito and fly, which ‘have taken a hundred years to be 
discovered as the carriers of thousands of bacteria. These 
ought to warn the scientist to look more profoundly into the

them. Sterilized and hermetically sealed goods will remain 
with us, but antiseptics produce better looking and more 
putritious foods, with a minimum of risk. : 
In public remarks a few years ago Dr. Wiley further said: 
‘«Adulteration of food products is not one of the lost arts 
and the physical well being of the consumer, as well as the 


honesty of trade and morals of manufacturer, demand not 
the abolition of such productions, but that they be honestly 
Jabeled.’’ ; 

It is not a fact that preservatives are used to conceal 
inferiority. It requires. more antiseptic to preserve fresh 
oods than fermented ones. Ketchup made from cannery 
refuse, Which is undergoing, or has undergone, fermentation, 
js more easily preserved than that from fresh fruit. Prior 
to twenty-five years ago all ketchup was allowed to fer- 
ment and then fermentation was arrested by boiling. No 
one would eat it today. Manufacturers who advertise that 
their goods contain no preservative are menacing the con- 
sumer by putting out goods which will not keep after the 
stopper is withdrawn. They increase the proportion of 
spices, which may help postpone the day of spoilage, but 
will not prevent it, and are a palpable subterfuge. 

Preservatives enable the manufacturer to put cheaper and 
wholesome preserves, jams and jellies before the people, 
and as the protoplasm is not destroyed by bacteria they 
have superior food value. A delicate, nutritious and per- 
fectly digestible conserve can only be made with preserva- 
tives; sterilization and hermetical sealing destroy the pec- 
ton. I believe the time will soon come when people will 
refuse to buy certain goods unless they bear labels showing 
them prepared with sodium benzoate, so clear will be their 
superiority. 

I claim that the late tests of the Bureau of Chemistry 
concerning benzoate were illogical, inconclusive and unfair 
and very misleading. The tests were designed to show how 
a large dose would affect twelve men. Some,of.them stood 
to the end, some withdrew for various causes, some held 
their weight, most lost, and one gained. But the test did 
not bear on the question at issue; the method was not fair, 
in that the preservative was not served in the way it is used 
in foods. . The conclusion should be discarded. 

Opinion of Dr. Smith. 
Dr. Smith, of Fordham University School of Medi- 


cine, said, in part: 

Considering the statement that there is a marked ten- 
dency to the production of albuminuria, I find the following 
facts: Observations on this point were made in series VII, 
in which twelve men were subjects. I quote (page 824): 
“The presence of albumin was qualitatively determined only 
a limited number of times; page 825, these limited data 
are not sufficiently decisive to establish any general effect 
as produced by the preservative, and further studies were 
made of this point in the special series. * * *’? 

As to the impoverishment of the blood by sulphites, let 
us find the facts. Observations on this point were made in 
series VII, twelve subjects, and series XIII, five subjects. 
In series VII, the amount of haemoglobin, the coloring mat- 
ter in the blood, in the fore period was on an average 97 
per cent; in the preservative period 95 per cent, and in the 
after period 95 per cent, remarkably close triplicates. In 
series XIII, the average haemoglobin results were, in the 
fore period 96 per cent, in the preservative period 97 per 
cent, and in the after period 97 per cent, again close tripli- 
cates. In the first series the slight variation was in one 
direction, in the second series in the opposite direction, 
thereby balancing one another. We look to these facts in 
vain for the least suggestion of blood impoverishment. To 
those of us familiar with this class of work there is no evi- 
dence at all of such a condition. 

As to the red blood corpuscles in series VII, the averages 
were: Fore period, 5,387,000; preservativé period, 5,048,000; 
after period, 5,380,000 cu.mm. In series XIII the averages 
were: Fore period, 5,130,000; preservative period, 4,978,000; 


after period, 5,075,000. It is thus seen that in each series dur- 
ing the preservative period the red corpuscles were, in round 
numbers, 5,000,000 per cu.mm. and that in the fore and after 
periods they were appreciably, though not materially higher. 
Since 5,000,000 per cu.mm. is regarded as normal (see note 
page 881), it is difficult to understand how the conclusion 
is justified by the preservative. It would rather seem, if 
any conclusion is indicated, that the number of red cor- 
puscles was abnormally high during the central periods and 
that it was rendered normal by the administration of the 
sulphites. 

The remaining conclusions reached have reference to the 
production of clinical symptoms and of certain variations 
of the metabolic processes. 

I regard the clinical symptoms manifested by the sub- 
jects as the evidence most suggestive of an injurious action. 
The chief value of such manifestation is in the suggestions 
they carry for lines of experimental study to determine 
their cause. It is, therefore, with keen disappointment that 
we look for such studies in the elaborate experiments re- 
corded in the Bulletin. If there was gastric disturbance, 
what was its nature, we may properly ask, but not find 
an efficient study of the gastric function. If there was 
vertigo, what was its cause? Toxic, cerebral congestion, 
cerebral anaemia or what? We must know the answer to 
these and other questions before we can justly attribute 
the given manifestation to any specific acting cause and, 
if it be concluded that it is due to the preservative admin- 
istered before, we can determine whether it is due to an 
inherent quality of the substance or the result of the quan- 
titative relation. : 





NEW BILL OF LADING ON WESTERN ROADS AFTER 
DECEMBER FIRST. 


By December first, or shortly thereafter, the new 
uniform bill of lading rendered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which was formulated by a joint 
committee of shippers and railroad representatives, 
will, it is stated, be in effect on practically every rail- 
road in the United States. All freight shipments 
then must be made according to its contract provisions, 
specifying exactly the liability of the carrier for loss 
or damage and the rates under which the freight is 
transported. 

This uniformity was made possible several days 
since by the decision of representatives of the western 
lines at a meeting in Chicago, when the decision was 
reached to put the bill into effect by December 1 under 
practically the same conditions as those adopted by 
the eastern lines, which will begin using it on No- 
vember I. 

The rule adopted by the official classification com- 
mittee that if the shipper elects to send his freight un- 
der the carrier’s common law liability he will be 
charged 10 per cent in addition to the regular freight 
rate was also adopted. 

The western roads also have agreed to the conces- 
sion made to shippers by the eastern roads that for a 
limited time the old dray tickets and shipping receipts 
that have been so long in use will be accepted in lieu 
of a bill of lading, providing they are stamped or 
printed with a specified form of statement making the 
shipment subject to all of the provisions of the uniform 
bill.

The canning factory at Marshalltown, Ia., operated by 
the Western Grocer Company, is making a run on pumpkin. 

A canning factory may be put in next season at Mount 
Pleasant, Ia. Such an enterprise is proposed for that place. 

J. H. Cunningham, of Enota, Ark., has been attempting 
to interest the Board of Trade of Conway, Ark., in a vege- 
table cannery for that place. 

A new canning factory is proposed for South Haven, 
Mich. The report does not give the names of any of those 
identified with the proposition. 

E. Frank Read, well known in the canning business in 
New York City, is now operating the Irving, N. Y., plant 
of the Erie Preserving Company. 

The Dorman-Huxford Company, it is reported, has been 
having considerable trouble to secure supplies of apples for 
its canning plant at Medway, Mass. 

Work on the new pea canning factory at Waldo, Wis., 
has made rapid progress. A large crew have been fast 
pushing the plant towards completion. 

It was the seed house of the canning factory at Bliss- 
field, Mich., instead of Clinton, Wis., as stated in last week’s 
CANNER, that was recently burned to the ground. 

A eanning factory for syrup and sweet potatoes is pro- 
posed for Monroe, La. The Monroe Progressive League has 
the proposition under advisement. A bonus of $15,000 is 
asked. 

The Adell Canning Company, Sherman, Sheboygan county, 
Wisconsin, has been incorporated with a capital of $30,000 
by Joseph Kilb, G. W. Bates, Noah Saeman and thirty-two 
others. 

Nelson & Co.’s canning factory at Mardella Springs, Md., 
a small plant, was destroyed by fire October 19. It is un- 
derstood that, while the loss was not heavy, no insurance 
was carried. 

The firm of Taggart & Stevens, of Wilson, N. Y., are 
reported to have shipped this season from Wilson to the 
Curtice Bros. Company at Rochester, N. Y., about 2,425 
tons of tomatoes. 

The Cedarburg Canning Company, Cedarburg, Wis., has 
been incorporated by J. H. Wittenberg, John F. Nieman, 
William Buch and others. The capital stock is $60,000. The 
plant will be operated next season. 

A report of recent date from Dodgeville, Wis., said: ‘‘In- 
ability to get sufficient pumpkins to keep the plant going 
caused the Dodgeville Canning and Manufacturing Company 
to shut down earlier than anticipated.’’ 

A report via Harrisburg, Pa., says that a petition has 
been presented to the court asking for a decree of dissolu- 
tion for the Lykens Valley Canning Company, of Elizabeth- 
ville. The company desires to retire from business. 

The Waldo Canning Company, Lyndon, Sheboygan county, 
Wisconsin, has been organized. The capital stock of the 
new company is $35,000. The incorporators were Eugene 
McIntyre, James B. Hughes, Alva B. Munger and twenty 
others. 


A bill was filed a few days ago in the chancery court at 
Lauderdale county, Alabama, asking for a receiver for the 
Lauderdale Canning Company. The financial embarrass- 
ment of the company is said to be due to the failure of 
the tomato crep in that section this year. 


The Jordan Station Canning and Packing Company, Ltd., 
with a capital stock of $45,000, chief place of business at 
the village of Jordan Station, Ontario, Canada, has been in- 
corporated by Christopher M. Housberger, Alexander Troup 
and others, of the township of Louth, Lincoln county. 


Speaking of the Reynolds Preserving Company, Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis., the Sturgeon Bay ‘‘Democrat’’ recently said: 
‘*Preparations for next year are well under way and thirty 
teams are plowing in Sevastopol and vicinity. The weather 
has been exceptionally fine for this work, but more rain jg 
badly needed.’’ 

We understand that a canning factory will be erected jn 
the spring at Fromberg, Mont.

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BELIEVES ENFORCEMENT OF OYSTER 
LAWS WOULD REGAIN SUPREMACY FOR 
BALTIMORE. 

Thomas J. Meehan, of Baltimore, believes that if 
the oyster laws of Maryland were properly enforced it 
would be posible for Baltimore to regain its suprem- 
acy as the center of the oyster industry. Mr, Meehan 
expressed the following interesting views on this sub- 
ject in an interview published last week in the Balti- 
more “Sun”: ee 

“The opening of the season brings,” he said, “‘indi- 
cations cf a large vield of oysters of fine quality. If 
indications are correct the packing industry here will 
take on something of its old-time appearance this fall 
and winter. From the best sources it is reported that 
the beds which have always yielded the best oysters 
are in excellent shape. The supplies from these beds 
will keep the prices on a moderate-basis so that they 
will be attractive both to the buyer and consumer. 

“During the past year Baltimore has, to a large ex- 
tent, regained her supremacy in the oyster market. 
This supermacy she had lost through carelessness to 
the packers of the gulf and nearby states. I believe 
this loss came about through indifference and a failure 
to investigate and comprehend the extent of the keen 
competition. 

“The Maryland oyster will have no trouble in get- 
ting hold of the trade, as both the jobber and con- 
sumer realize the superior flavor and quality of the 
Chesapeake Bay product. The Baltimore packers 
will have no trouble in selling as much of the goods 
as they wil! be able to pack. 

“Of course, the weather conditions of the fall and 
winter will greatly govern the market. If these are 
favorable the only question will be how much goods 
the canners can deliver. If the winter is a hard one 
and the bay remains frozen for some time the season 
will not be such a good one. One thing especially 
noticeable about this year’s oyster crcp is the excep- 
tionally fine flavor.” 

When asked if he thought the present laws are suf- 
ficient to protect the oyster, Mr. Meehan replied: 

“An application of the laws as they stand on the 
statute books is all that is required. If the officials 
who are enforcing them are supported by the people 
Baltimore will always be famous for both the quan- 
tity and quality of her oysters.” 





BOOTH CREDITORS WANT TO KNOW. 

An effort by a number of the smaller creditors of A. 
Booth & Co., to force W. Vernon Booth, president of 
the company, and other officers to appear in the fed- 
eral circuit court for examination as to the assets of 
the company, was made last week in Judge Landis’ 
court, but was successful only in part. The effort was 
in the form of a petition by the Wisconsin Telephone 
Company, H. Rosengard, Harry H. Siff and Daniel 
Gelder, and a motion by their attorneys and counsel 


for an order of reference to examine the officers of the. 


company, which created a sensation by its crash six 
weeks ago. 
Sharp criticism of the “committee of creditors,” 


Crees 
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composed of Chicago bankers and note brokers, whose 
firms are the heaviest creditors, appointed by the court 
to supervise the management of the company’s affairs 
by Receiver William J. Chalmers, formed the body of 
the petition. 

Aiter denying the motion for an order of reference, 
Judge Landis granted leaye to A. Booth & Co., to 
file an amended answer and set the hearing on adjudi- 
cation before a jury for December 1. 





PROPOSES ORGANIZATION OF CANNED GOODS EX- 
CHANGE IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Arthur P. Williams of R. C. Williams & Co., who 
is taking a leading part in the movement to organize 
a canned goods exchange in New York City, says 
of the plan that: “This association should include all 
wholesalers, all brokers representing packers, and all 
firms dealing in canned goods bought direct from the 
packers. It should work along the lines of endeavor- 
ing to correct abuses which exist at the present time, 
such as the unwarranted rejection of goods by buyers, 
the shipping of inferior quality of goods by packers, 
etc. All controversies between buyer and seller before 
such an association could be thoroughly gone over 
and settled by arbitration. The president or a board 
of directors of such an organization could appoint 
from their membership a certain number of men who 
understand their business who would be under no obli- 
gation to either buyer or seller and to whom a dispute 
would be referred—they would hear all the evidence, 
examine goods for quality, if that was necessary, and 
give an impartial verdict on the matter in dispute. 

“Arbitration undoubtedly would be the means in a 


very short time of eliminating a great many of the 


existing abuses in the canned goods trade. The suc- 
cessful arbitrations of the Dried Fruit Association of 
New York have demonstrated the fact that association 
work is most beneficial. Disputes settled by an asso- 
ciation would be much more satisfactory to both buyer 
and seller. I have talked this matter over with many 
of the leading canned goods buyers in New York as 
well as many of the largest brokers and they seem to 
be in favor of forming such an association, and we 
should get together now and form one that is a benefit 
not alone to the buyer, but just as important to the 
seller.”

Michigan Fruits—Practically all Michigan packers 
have shut down for the season. Two or three are 
running on pears. A like number will run on apples. 
Peaches are all over. Surplus stock in packers’ hands 
is extremely light. 

Apples—Probably a good many of our friends will 
doubt the statement when it is said that Michigan 
will not pack in 1908 ten per cent of the apples packed 
there in 1907. We are convinced of it. New York 
state will no doubt pack about 35 per cent of 1908. 
Applying the old law of supply and demand to the 
proposition, one can not figure anything but a higher 
level of values in the future. 

Corn—The market is bare of feature. Buying has 
been limited. Packers are not offering their surplus, 
believing in a better time for them to come. 

Tomatoes—In 1907 a pack of 13,000,000 cases was 
recorded. That pack went through the panic and all 
the strenuous months following and prices held up 
nobly—in fact, must better than many other articles 
in the line. The “wise ones” claim the 1908 pack is 
four to five million cases less than the 1907. Draw 
your own conclusions, remembering that, practically 
speaking, there was no carry over. 

Peas—Packers and brokers do not look, as a gen- 
eral rule, to heavy trading in peas during the last 
three months of the year. October, so far, has been 
an exception to that rule. It has been stated by reli- 
able authority that the 1908 pack was about 10 per 
cent less than the 1907. Holders of peas among the 
packers exhibit a strong feeling, due to extremely poor 
prospects of pea seed for 1909. The jobbing trade has 
been so accustomed to “scares” that when one talks 
about “scarcity” it elicits nothing but a comical smile. 
It is, however, a fact that the pea packer is already 
worried and anxious in regard to his supply for seed 
for the next season. Some of the larger seed houses 
have notified the packers that they will deliver but 20 
per cent of the packers’ seed orders.

Oysters—The packing cf oysters is now beginning 
here, and there are some prices being made. We 
would suggest your communicating with us on oysters, 
as we can offer you some attractive lots, new pack, for 
prompt shipment. 

Sauerkraut—A lot of No. 3 sayerkraut quoted at 
60c per doz, f. o. b. Pennsylvania factory on our last 
week’s circular, has been closed out. This makes the 
inside price 65c per doz., f. o. b. Baltimore. There 
is a limited quantity here on this basis. Most of the 
packers are asking 70c to 75c per doz. 


Pears—No change in pears. We are having a ve 

fair demand, especially for the cheaper grades, 
Thomas J. Meehan & Co., Baltimore, Md, 

All during this week there was liberal buying of to- 
matoes and nearly every section of the country con- 
tributed more or less to the demand. It is, perhaps 
a gratifying feature of the present situation that there 
has been no speculative buying, no accumulation of 
any lots of large or small quantities of that article to 
come back on the market later. Every purchase, ap- 
parently, has been made to cover actual wants and 
the goods are going into consumption, not into storage 
warehouses. The liquidation of the weak accounts is 
not entirely over, but they are being eliminated grady- 
ally, and when they pass out, the stronger holders wil] 
have their innings. From present indications there 
will be fewer canners in the tomato business next year, 
The lessons learned, and to be learned, by the experi- 
ence gained this season in that line of endeavor will, 
no doubt, be a fruitful subject of discourse by ex- 
pounders of intricate problems at the canners’ annual 
convention next February, in Louisville, and also, 
probably, at the National Whoiesale Grocers’ conven- 
tion at Detroit, later. Meanwhile, purchases of stand- 
ard quality tomatoes at today’s cost may show the 
buyer a good profit at a minimum risk. 

That all lines of canned goods are not in the same 
boat with tomatoes is shown by the recent advance in 
several artigles when a demand for them, though not 
large, found comparatively light stocks here, and the 
same result will be seen when some other lines are 
wanted. A small increase in the demand in the last 
two weeks caused higher prices for gallon pie peaches, 
raspberries and kraut. There is, also, a fair demand 
for pears, apples, sweet potatoes, spinach and, baked 
beans. The fall pack of cove oysters is being offered 
at attractive prices.

Tomatoes for Immediate Shipment—Tomatoes have 
been bartered in during the past week at a figure which 
has not been quotable for several years. The multi- 
plicity of standards almost as numerous as there are 
packers has been one of the causes of this condition. 
Buyers have demanded full standard quality at 7o0c 
and in some cases in order to move quickly some few 
attractive lots have been disposed of on this basis. A 
number of shrewd buyers have thus been able under 
the conditions existing, to obtain at 7oc a large part of 
the surplus held by packers at 5 to 10c per dozen below 
cost and in some cases the loss to the packer would 
figure even greater than this. When swell bills ma- 
ture, there is a strong possibility of a repudiation of 
same, for the sheriff is not usually as willing to re- 
deem swells as the responsible firm that hopes to con- 
tinue the game for at least a season or two longer. 
It would be a mistake to say that it is still possible to 
locate very many sellers at the present time on this

Consequently, fancy grades 
are still in demand at full prices on account of the 
roportionate scarcity of this kind and owing to the 
fact that weather conditions in so many localities did 
not warrant the packing of full standard red ripe 
quality. 2s on the basis of 50 to 52'%c are being of- 
fered in a small way. Gallons, notwithstanding ad- 
yices to the contrary, are held firmly on the basis of 
$2.15 and an offering under these figures when run 
down is usually proven to be off standard in quality.

The packers are trying to 
make the jobbers carry the tomatoes, and the jobbers 
are making the packers carry them until wanted, but 
the winner will be the fellow who has the tomatoes 
six months from now.

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Pure Food Progress _| 


Minnesota’s Food Commissioner, E. K. Slater, is a believer 
in publicity as an aid to proper enforcement of food laws. 
He states that he wishes the widest publicity possible given 
to pure food affairs, as he believes that the work of his 
department is largely dependent upon publicity for its ef- 
fectiveness. 

A special committee of the Louisiana State Board of Health, 
which is engaged in the work of revising Louisiana’s food and 
drug Jaws, held its first meeting last week. While the board 
will allow manufacturers a hearing, it is stated that when 
articles can be manufactured unadulterated and kept without 
a preservative, it will not permit the addition of anything for- 
eign to the article. A number of regulations will be adopted 
regarding the preparation of food products. 

Robert Hutchinson, in ‘‘Food and the Principles of Diete- 
tics,’? says regarding spices, salt, sugar, vinegar and wood 
smoke, which are classified as condimental preservatives: ‘‘ None 
the less, however, they are essential constituents of the diet. 
Their importance rests upon the power which they possess 
of improving the appetite, and, by so doing, of increasing the 
digestive power. ‘To the healthy man of vigorous appetite, 
their presence is less essential. To persons of jaded appetite, 
however, and to invalids and convalescents, the flavoring agents 
of the food are very powerful aids to digestion and no ad- 
justment of the diet in such cases can be regarded as satis- 
factory which leaves this consideration out of account.’’ 

In an editorial under the caption ‘‘Food Control Issues,’’ 
the New York Journal of Commerce says that ‘‘it would 
be unfortunate if the board of chemists created by the 
president for the study of obscure scientific questions, whose 
determination one. way or the other would have important 
eommercial results, should be permitted to become a mere 
mode of obstructing progress in the control of foods. Only 
three important subjects have thus far been committed to 
it, but there is a considerable number of others, aside from 
those already mentioned, which are apparently ‘‘hung up’’ 
pending a decision by the department what to do with them. 
Although the authorities do not state positively whether they 
intend to refer the questions at issue or not, they evidently 
lean toward committing them to the board. Meanwhile, all 
matters dependent upon the decisions in these controversies 
are in abeyance. The board itself has not decided the sub- 
jects placed before it many months ago, and there is no 
suggestion of the date for a report on any one of them. 
If the benzoate of soda and sulphur questions are not de- 
termined very soon, next year’s manufacturing operations 
will have to go on under the old: methods, even if the latter 
should be found open to criticism, since it would be mani- 
festly unfair for the government to apply a new mode of 
control in the midst of preparations for a season’s work. 
There is little probability that the board will be able to dis- 
pose in the near future of all three questions now before 
it, and it is thus easy to see why some manufacturers, de- 
sirous of postponing any adverse action as long as possible, 
should seek to put their cases in the hands of a body which 
might not take action for years. Not much weight should 
be given to the argument that no concern is willing to go 
before the referees unless practically sure of a favorable 














result. It is in many instances those which are certain of 
an unfavorable verdict from the Department of Agrie¢ 
authorities which make the appeal, because they haye noth- 
ing to lose, while in any event there is always the chance 
of a divided opinion from the board, with further oppor- 
tunity for discussion. If the Food and Drugs Act is to te 
much effectiveness the status of the referees will have to 
be much more clearly defined, and some plan worked out 
for securing earlier decisions. The chemists do not now 
devote their time to the service of the government, but haye 
other primary occupations. This was perhaps unavoidable 
so long as they were merely consulting experts called upon 
to settle a doubtful point. But if the board is to be a regu- 
lar feature of food and drug control its status as such 
should be announced, and correspondingly speedy action ex- 
pected from it. If it is not that, the department should 
take a positive stand as to limiting the classes of disputes 
to be referred to it and should let this stand be known, 
Dissatisfied persons have a right of appeal to the courts 
under the law. In full justice to the board it should be 
added that its members are men of highest scientific stand. 
ing and are. not likely to accept the anomalous position 
toward which they seem to be drifting without protest,

Views of “‘Canner” Readers on Various Matters of Trade Interest. You are Invited to Send Us Your Ideas 
for Publication in this Department 
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Oklahoma Packer Discusses Causes of Low Prices on 
Canned Goods. 
Oklahoma City, Oct. 29, 1908. 

Epiror CANNER: I notice in your editorial columns of last 
week’s issue a letter from a certain contributor, inquiring 
‘Why should the canning business be so unprofitable?’’ and 
‘Why should such low prices so often prevail?’’ 

There is, to my notion, one very important and plausible 
reason responsible for this very unsatisfactory condition. There 
are hundreds of small canning factories that are owned and 
operated by inexperienced people. You will find these fac- 
tories in every state of the Union, and in some states in almost 
every county in the state. Each of these factories is owned 
by 25 to 100 stockholders, and each stockholder owning from 
$25 to $200 worth of stock. They are business men, pro- 
fessional men and farmers, who bought the stock, or agreed 
to take the stock, in order to secure an industry for their 
town to give labor employment and create a local market for 
raw material produced by farmers in the surrounding country. 
These men are not to be condemned nor even censured for dis- 
playing such an enterprising spirit in boosting their town, 
for the canning business is indeed a necessary, laudable and 
commendable industry, and any town having such a factory 
should feel proud of it. It is the proper spirit and should 
be highly commended. But here the commendable features of 
the matter close and the balance is to be condemned by all 
honest, experienced packers. 

None of the stockholders own enough stock in the concern 
to take any interest in the actual business management, and 
even if they did they would have no time to devote to it, 
consequently the factory is run by a hired manager, who, in 
many cases, knows no more about the real business manage- 
ment of a canning factory than a jackrabbit. The owners of 
the factory are without experience, and, in fact, know abso- 
lutely nothing about the packing business, consequently they 
put the entire business management into the hands of Mr. 
Jackrabbit. 

The goods are packed and put on the market and not a 
man in the company has any idea of the approximate cost; 
neither do they know what the goods are actually worth. 
About three years ago the manager of such a factory called on 
me to get a few pointers in the business, and in the course of 
conversation I inquired of him whether he knew what his 
tomatoes had cost him. He told me he had figured very closely 
and cautiously on the matter and said they cost him 45 cents 
per dozen. I immediately pulled my nose in an effort to hide 
a smile. After I had recovered somewhat I told him his 
tomatoes were costing him at least 75 cents. I have just rea- 
sons for believing they cost his company 80 cents, and here 
is where a serious difficulty arises. I afterward made inquiry 
of the jobbers who bought those tomatoes and ascertained that 
he actually sold them for 72% cents and thought he was ‘mak- 
ing a hatful of money for his company, because they cost him, 
as he supposed, only 45 cents. 

Of course the output of such a factory is comparatively 


—— 


insignificant, but, considering that there are hundreds of 
them scattered throughout the country, the aggregate output 
is important—large enough to seriously affect honest, profit- 
able prices. The goods are put on the market as soon as th 
are ready for shipment and are sold at ridiculously low pric 
because the owners are unfamiliar with the cost of production; 
In numerous instances the company finds itself so badly in 
debt within two or three years that the factory is closed and 
the machinery sold at junk prices, and another factory springs 
up in some other section of the country to take its place in 
supplying goods to the ever-vigilant jobber at ruinous prices, 
These goods are in the market now and, in my estimation, are 
the direct cause of tomatoes and one or two other lines of 
goods selling at 10 to 15 cents lower than the cost of pro- 
duction justifies, I personally know of jobbers taking ad- 
vantage of such factories and buying their output at 10 to 15 
cents per dozen less than the wholesale market price war. 
ranted. You can’t blame the jobber for taking advantage 
of such opportunities. Many jobbers are today supplying 
their requirements with these goods, and the honest packer, 
who is.in the business to make a legitimate profit, is com- 
pelled to hold his goods until after’the holidays in order to 
realize a living profit. 

There are several minor reasons why the price of canned 
goods is so low at the present time, among which is the u- 
pardonable sin of selling futures, but I shall not undertake to 
discuss them here, as my letter is already too long.

ARMSBY’S RAISIN OFFER OFF. 

The Armsby raisin option, under which on exten- 
sion the J. K. Armsby Company sought to gain control 
of the 90 per cent of the available stock of Califor- 
nia raisins now in growers’ hands, expired last week. 

The Armsby Company succeeded, it is stated, in 
signing up about 50 per cent of the available crop 
and, unable to go further, dropped the whole matter. 

It is understood, however, that the coast growers 
were not content to drop the question there and in- 
stead have pooled their issues on their own account, 
taking extensions of the options secured by the Arms- 
by Company and will undertake, by a co-operative 
movement, to sign up enough more of the growers to 
make possible a control of the market on a four-cent 
basis. The engineers of the movement are under- 
stood to be some of the leading growers who signed 
up the Armsby plan. There are rumors that, if they 
.can not hold the pool for themselves and succeed in 
rounding up more than Mr. Armsby did, that they 
might again seek to interest him in it. 


J. K. Armsby, who was in New York City last week 
said in an interview: “I have no interest in it what. 
ever, though I can not say what I might do in such 
a contingency. I suppose if they got enough together 
to make control practically certain any packer might 
desire to buy the options. I am informed that these 
growers have signed about 10,000 tons of raisins 
which is about half what we estimate as the available 
supply. If they got 5,000 tons more in it would pra¢- 
tically make a successful corner for whoever. owned 
the goods. I feel as though the growers made a seri- 
ous mistake in not accepting our offer, but they can 
do as they please about it now. We went out of it 
today, when our offer expired.” 





RAISE IN FREIGHT RATES ON SALMON, 


On December Ist or thereabouts all transcontinental 
railroads will raise the present rates on canned salmon 
to the Missouri and Mississippi rivers, Chicago, New 
York, -Boston and all Eastern points. The increase 
will amount to ten cents a hundred weight, the-present 
tariff of 75 cents being raised to.85 cents. This is on 
a minimum shipment of 40,000. pounds; 

The effect of this increase will undoubtedly be to 
send more salmon than ever around the Horn in steam- 
ships. In a recent issue of the “Pacific Fisherman” 
an item was published showing how the steamship 
companies had arranged a schedule whereby sailings 
are made from Seattle and San Francisco every three 
weeks, and freight is landed in New York City in 
from 28 to 30 days after leaving Puget sound. This is 
almost as quick as the average shipments are handled 
by rail, and has the additional advantage of being at 
least 35 per cent cheaper. This rate is of advantage 
not only to tidewater points, but salmon can actually 
be landed in Pittsburg and other interior points more 
cheaply than it can be handled by rail. This saving is 
35 per cent by the water route and will be considerably 
augmented now by the increase on the part ofthe 
railroads, and with shipments making as good time by 
water, there seems no reason why the bulk of salmon 
shipments from now on should not be shipped by the 
steamship route. 

It is evident that the railroads, in their greed for 
higher rates, evinced recently in an attempt to ad- 
vance tariffs on a number of different Pacific coast 
commodities, will in this one instance, at least, do 
themselves considerably more harm than good. The 
steamship companies, their only competitors, could 
not have wished them to play into their hands any 
more effectively—Pacific Fisherman. 





CANNERY GIRLS OPPOSE JAPS. 

Px dispatch from San Jose, Cal., states that the 
women and girls employed in the canneries in and 
about there are forming what will be known as the 
Women and Girls’ Anti-Japanese Union, and expect 
by their concentrated efforts to force the owners of 
the largest canneries to cease employing Orientals to 
help in the county’s most important industry.

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INTERESTING TO USERS OF BOXES. 
As disclosing the part played by timber and man- 
ufactured wood in the foreign trade of the world, 
says Bradstreet’s, an estimate recently prepared by Dr. 
Ernest Friedrich, of the Commercial High School 
at Leipzig, Germany, will doubtless be of interest 
just now. According to his estimate the lumber 
importations of the various countries amount in the 
aggregate to $285,000,000. In spite of the fact that 
its own supply is dwindling, the United States fur- 
nishes about 20 per cent of the lumber imported by 
other countries. Austria-Hungary furnishes about 
19 per cent, Russia 16 per cent, Canada 13 per cent, 
Sweden 18 per cent, and Finland 10 per cent, while 
Norway and Roumania supply smaller proportions. 
The countries which import wood are on a high eco- 
nomical plane, whose forests have been forced to 
make way for, agriculture and other industries. In 
a recent report to the state department’ Vice-Consul 
Burrell, of Magdeburg, says that only 4 per cent of 
the territory of Great Britain is covered with forests, 
and in 1906 that country imported lumber to the value 
of $135,501,750. In the same year Germany imported 
lumber valued at $61,285,000, though 26 per cent 
of its territory is still covered by forests. Among 
the other importing countries are Belgium and the 
Netherlands with only 8 per cent of forest lands, 
Denmark with only 7 per cent, and France and Switz- 
erland with smaller percentages. Besides these a 
number of countries bordering on the Medéiterranean 
find it necessary to import wood, such as Spain, Italy, 
Greece, Egypt, Algeria and Tunis, as also do British 
South Africa, ‘the western part of Chile and~ Peru, 
the Argentine republic, the eastern part of Asia and 
Australia, which are all deficient in wood. 





NEW PENNSYLVANIA PURE FOOD LAW. 

Advices from Harrisburg, Pa., say that preliminary 
drafts of a state food law designed to meet all the 
requirements of the Pennsylvania constitution are now 
being made. It is added that the probabilities are that 
the new bill will be presented to the legislature at 
its next session. The intention is to have the new 
law take the place of the present Tustin pure food 
law, which was recently declared unconstitutional by 
Judge Martin Bell, of Blair county, Pa.

The Kroger Retail Grocer Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, 
is preparing to enter the wholesale business, and the

PREPARED TIMBER A COMING PRODUCT. 

A*possible lumber development of great interest is 
hinted from the South, whose lumbermen are noting 
the rapid destruction of Northern forests by the lum- 
berman’s ax and by fire.. The South has a tremendous 
acreage of timber which may become merchantable 
when eventually the pine and hardwood forests of the 
United States have disappeared: It is estimated that 
77,000,000 acres of swamp land in the South is more 
or less covered with gum, loblolly pine, juniper, etc., 
which, in order to make merchantable lumber, will 
have to be subjected to chemical treatment or 
vulcanization. 

There is a big field for inventive genius in the 
discovery of a process by which the swamp timber 
of the South can be rid of its sap, and the fiber of 
the soft wood reinforced by a filling or vulcanizing 
process which would not only preserve the wood but 
make it susceptible of finish like that which can be 
put upon the best grades of pine and hardwoods. 
Processes of this kind have been successful in making 
pine blocks proof against decay where the timber 
is embedded in moist earth, and the railroad companies 
have achieved marked success in lengthening the life 
of wooden ties by preservative treatment. 

A prominent “Sottthern lumberman predicts that 
vulcanizing plants will eventually become sawmill 
adjuncts in that part of the country, and that the 
timber on swamp lands which has thus far been un- 
available, will in the course of a short time become 
a large part of the lumber supplt—Milwaukee 
Evening Wisconsin.
